ARCHBISHOP WHATELY.
A new biography of Archbishop Whately,
tdited by his daugbter, has appeared in London.
ivom Longman's press, 1t consists chiefly of
the .\l('llhitjhﬂ‘i'!ﬁ letlers, whioh are carefully
arranged in chronological order, A pleasant
sketch of his early life shows that he was o
very mervous and shy chilld, naturally more
oured for by his slsters than by hie brothers,
He learned very early w read and write, read
cagerly, watched spiders, tawed ducklings,
could distinguish notes ol birds, and had so
gtrong a natural turn for arithmetic that at =ix
yeurs old he ustonished & man past sixty by
telling him, nnd rightly too, how many minute:
ol he was,
B The caiculation was made mentally, For
about the three years botweon the vears of fiye
or six nnd eight or nmine this passion Instoed,
The child was ealeulating morming, noen, anid
night,  Absorbed i multiplication, division,
and the rule of three, he ran aguinsl perople o
the streets. But none of the euleulution was
worked upon paper,  The pussion died out, snd
it school vanished =0 utterly that Woately wa e,
e says of himsell, **a perfect donce st cipher-
ing, und so coutinved ever since” “But," snys
his davehter, “he always looked upon himsels
a8 a dunce in that line, though the readiness
with which he solved corious problems and
arithmetical puzzles would olten surprise nud
baflle the first-class mathematicians, The clear-
ness of his explanation of the processes of arith-
metlo was always remarkable: but be was never
distinguished us a mathematician at college,”

Mizs Whately:—

A cleriesl iriend of his,
who had been aconstomed to make use of this
artifivinl tope, complained to him that he wos
sullering so much from weskness of the Lhroat,
hie feared he must resign his post.  Dr, Whately
told him that he believed f he would chunge
his style of reading, and deliver the service in
Lis natural volee, he would find it much less
istigung.  *0h,’ saad his friend, ‘that is pll very
well for you, who have s powerful volee: but
mine s 80 feeble thut it would be impossible to
mwake mysell heard In ® chorch if 1 did not
speak In un artiiclal tone.’

"1 belleve you are mistaken,” replied the
former; ‘you would find that even n weak voleo
would be better heard, and at the expense of
less tatigue, if the tone wus & nataral one,’

“The otlier appeared unconvineed: but meet-
ing his adviser some time afier, he told him he
bad at last eome round o his vicw, The wenk-
ness in bhis thront had =0 inereused that he was
on the point of reliring from active duty, but
resolved, as o desperste dnal elfort, to try the
experiment of altering his manner of reading

and speaking, Heo dul #0, and not only suc-

bim say that there were 2evern! of even Sha ke
speare’s drumas<-at which he had lardly over
looked,  Maoheth wis certuinly one of nis prime
invorites, and I weot with hios one night Lo see
Churlotie Cushmun a4 “Lady Mocboth,” [ was,
Ol course, a erand impersonation; but it was
mmpossible fo get Mr. Lincoln to make m Wy
totmments upon it.  He seemed to have u poor
oplwon of hus own powers as a deaatic evitie,
Another ol his fsvorites was Ofello, una he
vagoaly embraced the opportumty ol seciny it
when Davenport and Wallnek Srought it out

mind was very much preoceupivd by other
thing=. To my surpnse, however, he wppeared
¢ven gloomy, althovgh ntent upon the play,
und it wis only o few times during the whole pore
lormanee that be went so far a3 to luugh nt ull,
and then not heartily, He scemed tor once to be
studying the character and its rendering eriti-
cilly, as il to ascertuin the correctness ot his own
tuniception as comparcd with that of the pro-
fessionnl artist, e afterwards reesivoed o call
from Mr. Hackett, and conversed freely, frankly
acknowledging his want of aequaintance with
drnmabie subieets, Had his earlicr education
been of & sort 1o develop more perfectly his
hicrury tastes, his keen insight into human
nuture, and his appreciation o humorous wnd
other eccevtricities of chargeter, would have
rnubled bim to have denived the highest degree
of enjoyment from the ereations of the grest
masters,  As i was, he probubly understoo.d
Shakespeare, =0 Iar as he bad rvead him, far
butler than many wen who ser thewselves ap
tor eritieal aothorites,  He himselt Joseryves
to be depicted by rome pen not less graphle
than the iwmmortal baras, When Mr. Lincoln
nrst came to Washington u¢ President, there
wis very Hitle in the way of publis amusement
to call out bim or unybody else, and tor u long
time he workell away steadily in his offioial
tread-mill, hardly curing lor or thinking ot nny
such thing 8s recreation. To such an extent
wis his absorbed devotion to busine = ¢ wrrred,
that the perpetunl strain upon his neryous sys
tem, with the utter want of a1l exereioe, pegun
to tell seriously wpon his health snd spirits,
tind eceasioned =ome wlarm amony Lis Irends,
Mrs, Lineolu particulurly remarked frequently
upon his graduslly changing uppearance, Even
his temper sulleved, ano 8 petulence entirely
forelgn to bis natural disposition was beginning
to show itsell as 4 symptom of an overtaske
brain, Grudually, however, under the auspices
ot vew mavagers of experience aod enterprise,
the erowded and excited capltal was endowed
with severanl highly meritorious places of
amusement, theatoeal and muagienl. A good
degree of healthy sociability was restored 1o
the various socml eircles of the city. The very
levees ot the Watte House became more bril.
linut, moreconversutionsl, and less insullerably
tedious. Al ofher fuces put on & more
cheeriul aspect, and though Mr. Liacoln
never, 10 the day of his  death, en-
tirely 1ecovered the old elasticity of his
epirite, he seemed to feel in some degree
the geveral reaction, and was willing to llsten
1o the varivus pluns suggested for relavation
and smusement.  He never could be persunded
to trnvel noy distauce (rom the scene of Lils im
mediate doties—never out of close communlcn-
tion with the army—bot readily consented to
spend his summers at toe Soldiess' Home, and
wis ensily drawn  into many little excurshons
aown the Poiomae, which were planned trom
time to time for his recrestion, Ho was some-
whut foud of wttending mihtary reviews, and
these nlways Included o good ride on horsebsck
or in his carriage. His most available resource,
however, a8 lenst interfering with his offiolu)
duties, was to spend un hour or so at the theatre
or the concert, Perhups, too, the drami, by
drawing his mind into other chaunels of
thought, allorded him the most entive relief, and
the most rigid encmy of theatricsl representa.
tions could hardly have grodged him what
wis to him, ut least, so harmless und innocent g
medicine, The proprietors of Grover's theaire
itted up u handsowe and commodious box for
his especinl vse, and there was nlmnl!'-i A similar
secommodation ready lor him at Ford’s, The
latter; alos! s destinéd to s mournful immor-
tality in connection with the last sud tragedy of
uis career. It matters litue, however, whoere op
when the wallgnity of the assassin suceeeded
in reaching his vietim, whether working or
restung, though it Is clear enough that the half
Ingane vaulty of Booth found n species of har.

soul wis unallected even by soeh an event, had
induleed iu strictures ae untrue s they were
uneslled for, aud avswered about in~ thes:
words—“Suppose, wadam, that You were ut
such a place of amusement, in company with a
